The motion carne in the ease 
of Ruby Nelson etc, vs J. CL Mar 
per et a1, scheduled to be heard in 
circuit court Monday, 
The task of getting new 
jury 
lists 
was 
thrown 
hack 
to th? 
county 
hoard and 
the 
lawsuit, 
arising from a motor vehicle col­ 
lision, was removed from the set 
ting. 
The charge in the motion 
was 
that the county had failed to com ­ 
ply with provisions of the Illinois 
Jurors act. 
Evidence 
brought 
before 
the 
court was that on July 28. 1955, 
an order was entered by the three 
circuit courts of the district and 
the city judges of Harrisburg and 
Eldorado which fixed the number 
of persons to serve as petit jur­ 
ors during the year following at 
900 persons and directed the coun­ 
ty board of supervisors to select 
the number from the master jury 
made by the board 
The evidence was brought out 
that 
there had been 
no master 
list, which should contain IO per 
cent 
of the legal 
voters of the 
county or about 2,100 names, for 
several years, and that the list 
turned 
in by 
the board 
to 
the 
county 
clerk, from 
which 
the 
jury 
members 
are 
drawn 
from 
the box. contained only about 750 
nam es instead of the ordered OOO 
Judge Reynolds said that under 
the circum stances he would have 
to allow the motion and said that 
the county board must get busy 
to have a master list and the 900- 
member jury list approved by Ute 
board before the December term 
of circuit court begins. 
Improper Procedure 
It was suggested that the chair­ 
man of the board appoint 
a com­ 
mittee 
of two 
to work 
on these 
lists so that the master list and 
the jury list of 900 he approved 
when 
the county 
board 
meets 
Thursday, Ort, 20. 
Judge Reynolds said that there 
must be a master list made ev­ 
ery two years. 
It also was point­ 
ed out 
that there 
were known 
c a s e s of improper procedure 
in 
getting jury lists, such as super­ 
visors 
asking 
attorneys 
if 
they 
had any choices of persons 
for 
jury duty, and of citizens soliciting 
supervisors for jury duty. 
Both 
are illegal, it was stated. 
However, 
it 
was 
added, 
most 
supervisors have not been clear 
on the proper procedures of get­ 
ting up jury lists and it w as sug­ 
gested that the state's attorney or 
other 
person familiar 
with tho 
procedure advise board members 
on the correct thing to do. 
From the jury list ordered by 
the judge, the panel for a term 
is selected by the 
circuit 
clerk 
and county judge, who draw the 
names out of a box blindfolded.
